Wednesday, December 4, memc 
bers of DKL, the engineering club, 
faculty, and other interested stu- 
dents witnessed a demonstration 
of the Laser. This device, al- 
though now in the research and 
experimental stage, has possible 


future uses in the fields of war- 
f a rjift , medicine, communications, 
astronomy, and astronautics. 

F. W. Grifith, salesman for 
the Astromarine Products Cor- 
poration, manufacturer of the 
Laser demonstrated, said that 
although the first Laser was 
developed five years ago only 
in the last two years has much 
research and development of 
the Laser taken place. 

The word Laser comes from the 
first letters of the words “light 
amplification by stimulated emis- 
sion of radiation.” These words 
describe the fundamental principle 
of the Laser which is the stimula- 
tion of chromium atoms in a rod 
of artificial ruby to the point that 
they will release intense red~light' 
radiation. 

l^is beam of light is extremely 
narrow and concentrated. Soane 
Lasers will bum hole® through 
quarter inch steel or diamonds. 
Others can be used to carry tele- 
vision or radio slg^nals. One Lasbr 
has been used to weld a 'detach- 
ed retina in a human eye. 

Grifith discussed the oper- 
ation of the Laser and the 
problems encountered in its 
operation and development. 
He also noted the high costs 
involved in..>. 4 on 8 tructing the 
Laser. 

In the demonstration that fol- 
lowed his talk he “Lased” a hole 
iii a balloon without breaking it 
and demonstrated the concentra- 
tion of the beam on a movie 
screen. Technical problems pre- 
vented more elaborate demonstra- 
tion.

individual spheres of action. Nor should 
his passing cause a withering of the plan 
he so ardently wanted fulfilled;^ The pre- 
. sent Holy Fathqr, Paul VI, has announced 
his intention to stay on the charted course. 
• We are assured that behind the bashful 
demeanor of our present Pontiff is a man 
dedicated to the Church -who -will serve 
well the cause of 'Truth and Unity. This 
from one who has reason to know himi well. 

But, getting up to date is not the simple 
task that perhaps we had thought would 
be bandied in a relatively short time. We 
might be reminded of the remark made by 
h previous Pope, that every Council has 
three phases: first, that of man, then that 
of the devil, finally, that of God. Which 
phase is current might be grounds for 
interesting discussion. Again, the Eternal 
City wasn’t built in a day; we must be- 
'lieve that there is extensive re-building 
’[being done far beyond the conceptions of 
even the architects at the Council engaged 
in the re-building. Perhaps we might re- 
member that God sent His Son “in the 
fullness of time” and that a new fullness 
of time is also called for here in the new 
approach of Christ’s Mystical Body to 
the world. 

Can we expect a hastening of the agenda 
on hand? Since the Couneil began there 
have been istroduced new ways to save 
precious time. Electronics have been liti- 
lized, for example, to tabulate the voting 
on different issues, with no small saving 
of time. Prom another view, the ‘vacation 
periods’ are poorly named since the Bishops 
during the interim times acquaint them- 
selves in depth on the' materials yet to be 
presented. Their “homework” surely fa- 
cilitates their progn^ess once they resume 
their sessions. There has been some agita- 
tion by Council Fathers to reduce the 
seventeen “schemata” (or major docu- 
ments) to four: the liturgy (now complet- 
ed), ecumenism, the presence of the Church 
in the modern world, and the nature of 
the Church. It appears that we alone are 
not impatient at the pace. 

The eagerly awaited Conciliar docu- 
ment on the Liturgy has come to light — 
in our papers this very week. Sixteen 
thousand words dealing with liturgical 
reforms will provide the norms of our 
worship sooner or latc^ depending on 
the item involved. We. cannot expect 
English, or (.he vernacular, by Christ- 
mas! Some changes will go into effect 
early next year, and we read that the 
Hdly Father will make a pronounce- 
ment February 16 giving instructions 
on how the Liturgy Constitution is to 
be carried out. Surely something to 
look forward to in that bleak month.

The tall Grand Rapids outfit was 
the second straight victim to be pasted by' the “new” Pumas after a

’63-’64 team? The answer is simple. Coach Jim Holstein has lost all 
five starters from last winter’s young team which won 11 of 23 con- 
tests and jumped three spots in the inter collegiate conference (ICC) 
standings.
